DOYLESTOWN. 


Two Doyleetown Republicans, one an 


anti-Quay man and the otner not pro- 
nounced either war, were discassinff the 
situation in this State the other day. The 
neutral man expressed views that will pro- 
Dably be endorsed by* many Republicans. 
Be stated that so far as Quay and his 
Eriends are concerned, he had no fault to 
find with honest men who attacked and 
condemned all that savored of political 
jobbery and corruption, but he was heartily 
sick of the turmoil that has been going on 
in the State for more-than a year. It has 
simply resolved itself a waning of dirty 
linen on both sides. 
It would be a relief to have thrust aside 


not only corrupt politicians and placemen 
but also tbeir brawling, noisome assailants, 
w hose strident tones are becoming un- 
bearable. 
There is upon the one side men 


in power and upon the other men merely 
ambitions to usurp that power, which they 
mean to do by any available means. 
In- 


stead of pure, honest men, seeking reform, 
there Is banded together a political detec- 
tive force of unscrupulous individuals 
whose only occupation is trailing down 
those already in office. 
Newspapers have 


entered the fight upon the claim that they 
are interested in good government and re- 
form, while in reality they are after in- 
creased circulation and pecunia»y profit, 
and have degenerated Into what might al- 
most be termed a bureau of slanderous 
and Bcandal-monging detectives. 
It is a 


disgusting quarrel conducted with such 
bitter passion and prejudice that one no 
longer believes what is said upon either 
side. Men are charged openly with bri- 
berv, theft and corruption, and yet re- 
main in power, which demonstrates that 
the situation has reached a point where 
the people are weary for a respite from 
the villinciition, abuse and suspicion that 
has marked the quarrel from the beginning 
to the present.

with what ought to be tbe dignity and im- 
portance of this great Commonwealth 
would be hailed as a deliverer from a con- 
dition that is trying the patience of the 
people beyond endurance. 


Prof. Stewardson Brown, of the Phila- 


delphia Academy of Natural Sciences, de- 
livered an exceedingly entertaining lecture 
in Doylestown on Monday evening under 
the auspices of the High School Natural 
Science Association. It is the purpose of 
the Association to give a number of free 
lectures this year. Prof. Brown's subject 
was plant distribution. It was illustrated 
with many beautiful elides taken in this 
State and New Jersey. Among other things 
Prof. Brown stated that many rare and 
beautiful plants like tbe trailing arbutus 
are becoming extinct because people pluck 
them, roots and all. This is the case on 
Buckingham mountain, 
where annual 


pilgrimages are made by nudnreds of peo- 
ple in search of this beautiful and fragrant 
flower. In the lecture Prof. Brown dis- 
cussed many of the plants and flowers 
common in this locality. In the near fu- 
ture the Association hopes to have another 
member of the Academy lecture on birds, 
when a great many valuable slides will be 
employed to illustriate the birds with nests 
ande also their environment. In this way 
the Association has become a valuable and 
efficient organization beyond the anticipa- 
tion of its founders. 


The members of the Bucks County Bar 


have been quite interested in the creation 
of a separate Orphans' Court in Montgom- 
ery county. The necessity for the court 
shows a marked difference in the volume 
of legal business transacted in the two 
counties that compose one Congressional 
district. Here the business of two courts 
is sometimes consolidated. 
As to the ne- 


cessity of the new court the Montgomery 
opinion seems to be divided. 
Some be- 


lieve that it savors of political scheming 
and others that it is necessary. It is sig- 
nicfiant that the press of Norristown de- 
clares editorially that the people and a 
majority of the members of the Bar to' 
dorse the action of the Legislature. 


William 0. Ryan, Esq., attorney for the 


Doylestown and Willow Grove Railway 
Company, announced on Monday morning 
that the Company would accept the ordi- 
nance granted by Town Council a week 
ago. This means tnat ere long the trolley 
road to Perkasie will be in course of con- 
struction. It is not likely to extend be- 
yond Doylestown for some time, as Presi- 
dent Widener stated that it would be im- 
possible to obtain machinery for a power 
house inside of six months, but the tracks 
will be extended on North Main street and 
power supplied from the present plant, 
which will give the citizens in the north 


-Of course the decision of the court might

Wise Ella Wh«»l«r Wlloox. 


Since Ella Wheeler Wiclox has taken to 


writing advice by the column she occas- 
sionally writes some that is good. In her 
output of chaff here and there Is a gram. 
Some of the paste jewels of her intelli- 
gence shine with a radiance almost genu- 
ine. However, Mrs. Wiloox is writing, not 
for the cultured public, but for dullards, 
and in their appreciation shb is all that is 
wiso. Many of the queries to which sho 
gives answer are hardly worth a place in 
the waste basket, where they may associ- 
ate with the generally despised but always 
respectable spring poem. 


In a recent reply to a troubled soul that 


bad cast its burden upon her, Mrs. Wilcox 
said: "Fear nothing. No one can harm 
you or wrong you save your own self." 
This has a pleasing effect, and may convey 
a sense of comfort to one unable to think. 
In the first place, the counsel, "Fear noth- 
ing," is faulty, despite Us common use 
and fact that in analogous form it is em- 
ployed by good writers. It does not say 
what it is intended to say, but the contra- 
ry. To fear nothing is to be a coward 
most abject. Mrs. Wilcox meant to tell 
her client to be courageous, but succeeded 
in telling her to be foolishly timid. She 
should have said: "Do not fear anything," 
and then she would have given counsel 
which, while impossible to follow, would 
have been approved from the standpoint 
of one who admires English, and believes 
it can be made to convey a meaning and 
yet not violate obvious rules of sense. 


As to the second sentence, it loses in 


.value by not being-true. This world is 
'full of wrongs and griefs. The woaic, not 
weak from fault of his own, is overcome 
by the strong, and ever has this been the 
rule. The victim of assault, of theft, of 
slander, of fire, of accident is not harmed 
through the opeiation of his inner con- 
sciousness, but by circumstances and indi- 
viduals over which he has no means of 
control. Then after a little more admoni- 
tion equally sage Ella concludes: "Peace, 
prosperity, good health, usefulness. These 
belong to you—and to all. Call and they 
shall come." 


Now Ella knows better than this, she 


not having been born yesterday. It is 
possible to call for things and not get 
them. She writes as one having mastered 
the combination behind which all good 
things are stored, and when she says 
"shall" of course the statement is less an 
averment than a mandate. There is u 
sweet certainty about it, a comforting 
and exalting certainty, based on the com- 
plete ignoring of human history and cir- 
cumstance. No wonder yellow journalism 
gives her'stuff a position top column, next 
generally impure reading matter.—Taco- 
ma Ledger.

The failure to elect two United-States 


Senators in Delaware and tbe probability 
of a similar deadlock to the end in Ne- 
braska, after the election of Republican 
Legislatures m both States, only empha- 
sizes the necessity of changing 
the 


method of choosing members for the Up- 
per branch of Congress. 


Upon occasions in recent years the 


House of Representatives at Washington 
adopted resolutions providing 
for the 


election of, Senators by direct vote, but 
the Senate with equal precision failed to 
concur. 


Pennsylvania has taken the lead to ac- 


complish the desired result, by proposing 
an amendment to the Constitution of th 
United Statex. Article T of the Const! 
tution provides that Congress, on the ap- 
plication of the Legislature of two-third 
of the several States, shall call a conven 
tion for proposing amendments. 


At the session of the General Assembi 


of this State in 1899 a joint committee ol 
the Senate and House of Representative 
was appointed to confer with the Legisla 
tures of othei States regarding the elec 
tion of United States Senators by popula 
vote. The committee was composed o 
Senators Hardenberg and Hefty, Repre 
sentatives Palm, Richmond, and Wads 
worth. Tho committee has been actively 
at work and reports that all over the coun 
try, excepting in pafts of New Engalnd 
where the political conditions are differ 
ont, there is 11 widespread demand for a 
change, and there is little doubt but tha 
two-thirds of the Slates are in favor 
tbe proposed change. 


The committee communicated with the 


Governor of every State sending copies o 
the resolution adopted by the Pennsyl 
vania Legislature, requesting that the 
matter be brought to tho attention of oacl 
State Legislature. 


More than half the States have already 


expressed a desire for the necessary Con 
stitutional amendment. The State cou 
ventions of both the Republican and Dem 
ocratic parties in Pennsylvaina have 
animously supported this view. 


Each year the situation grows more des 


pernte, and the necessity for such a re 
form becomes more absolute. Pennsyl 
vania, Delaware and Montana have oausec 
enough scandals in their Senatorial elec 
lions to inspire every State to adopt reso 
lutions favoring an amendment to the 
Constitution. 


The Doylestown Republican very pro 


perly exposed the humbug in the follow 
ing dispatch from Norristown to 
the 


Philadelphia Ledger: 


"The report, via Harrisburg, that Con 


gressman Wanger is slated for the new 
Judgeship is Kiven color by the fact tha 
he probably cunnot hope to be re-elected 
to the House of Representatives. It is re 
nlixed that Bucks county, having seen the 
nomination go to Montgomery for ten 
years, will not quietly submit to any f urth 
er defiance of the unwritten law by which 
tho two counties were to alternate ever; 
four years in supplanting the nominee, am 
it is regarded as not unlikely that 
the 


machine is willing to invite the wrath o 
the public in providing for the future of 
this very able lieutenant. In the absence 
of any authorized statement from County 
Chairman Solly, however, the opinion 
prevails that he is slated for the Judiciary 
appointment."

TRANSFORMATION IN CUBA 


A regular transformation 
has 
been 


wrought In Cuba since the island has been 
under tbe control of ^ the United States. 
Notwitstanding all the adverse comment 
made by the opposition to the present ad- 
ministration, tbe agents of this govern- 
ment have been faithfully pursuing their 
lasks for the betterment, of the health and 
comfort of the residents of Cuba. 
Way 


is being steadily paved for self-govern- 
ment, and ttie cities where disease and in- 
fection were rife have been cleansed and 
new modes of living have been inaugurat- 
ed. General Wood has reported to the 
War Department showing that the death 
rate of Havana for the month of February 
was 19.80 per 1000, which is said to be be- 
low the averge of most Americn cities. 
The death rate, it is stated, steadily de- 
creases, and this is taken as an indication 
of improved sanitary conditions. 


The death rate is considered remark- 


able. During the last February of Spanish 
rule, in 1898, it was 82.32 per 1000. 
The 


particular object of the report is to en- 
deavor to correct what are said to be er- 
roneous impressions concerning the sani- 
tation of Havana, and attention is called 
to the fact that that city now can be class- 
ed among the healthy cities of the world. 


The- report compares Havana's health 


statistics with those of a number of East- 
ern and Southern cities of the United 
States, most of which are shown to have a 
h igher death rate than Havana. At pres- 


ent, it is stated, these cities look upon 
Havana with suspicion, but, says the re- 
port, Havana will have to guard against 
them in tho near future. 


As to yellow fever, it IB shown that 'in 


February, 1900, Havana had seventeen 
cases of that disease, against only 8 new 
cases during the February just past. Tak- 
ing into consideration the fact that the 
number of non-immunes was much larger 
in February, 1901, than in February, 1900, 
this showing is regarded as very encourag- 
ing. 


Exhaustive measures now are being tak- 


en against the spread of the disease in 
Havana. ^ Besides disinfecting the houses, 
the rooms occupied by yellow fever pat- 
ients are screened as soon as the case is 
repoited, and all mosquitos in the build- 
ings and adjoining dwellings killed by the 
fumes of pyrethrum powder. 
With these 


and other precautionary measures, it is 
expected very materially to decrease the 
yellow fever during tbe coming summer.

NORRISTOWN LETTER. 


Norrietown March, 25. 1901. 


We are in springtime, with every now 


and then a spring day, plenty of rain, 
sunshine, alternate warm and cold weath- 
er, and occasionally a "moving" in full 
view; great teams and wagons with house 
hold goods, or corn fodder, or hay, an 
whole argosies of argicultural implement 
and farming utensils; droves of fine cow 
and blooming heifers and horses of th 
real old Pennsylvania stock, range an 
step.

Editor Gazette:-Jhe synopsis of Bur- 


gess Leigh's address to Town Council last 
week contains much "food for thought" 
jd ought to rouse public interest In the 
mportant subject of trying to do spme- 
hing to get rid of that "Old Man on ihe 
sea" whicn has bung upon the municipal 
boulders of the borough for so many 
./ears, the well-meant, but now very oon- 
rracted provision in regard to limitiation 
)f indebtedness to the paltry sum of ten 
housand dollars. Nearly all of the pre- 
ent banded debt of the borough represents 
he old-fashioned style of spending an- 
nually a little more than was received and 
settling the resulting deficit by giving a 
>ond. Fortunately, if the existing ordi- 
ances are obeyed, this practice is no- 
onger possible, but the present genera- 
ion is hampered by these Misdeeds of the 
orefatbers. It is highly commendable in 
he Board of Trade to try to induce manu- 
acturing plants to come to the town, und 
although there may be a legal objection 
,o the remittance of borough taxes upon 
such concerns no one who has the welfare 
I the place at heart will raise any points 
of that sort against this practice. 
It 


lowever must be borne in mind that under 
iresent conditions there will probably be 
ixtreme difficulty in getting people to 
come here, and it therefore behooves every 
citizen, every owner of property, to do 
everything practicable in order to enable 
;he borough to put itself into something 
more like modern shape in the matter, 
especially, of drainage and water supply. 
Mechanics now-a-daya expect homes with 
modern arraneements, not the primitive 
ones of a country village. It is not prac- 
ticable here, except on a very few streets, 
;o arrange bath room accommodations that 
are at all satisfactory because the only 
outlet for waste water, etc., is either into 
the street gutter or into wells in yards 
which, the writer can testify from a little 
experience, while answering a purpose, 
are causes of anxiety lest there, should be 
too much water run into them filling them 
too soon for comfort either of mind or 
pocketbook. There can be no improve- 
ment in this respect until ability is given 
to pay for sewers, and that is impossible 
under our present charter. 
The writer 


does not lay claim to much legal know- 
ledge but there certainly must be means 
of changing this matter without throwing 
the question into the bear garden at Bar 
nsburg, "and it is in a nope that Burgess 
Leigh's sensible and temperate words may 
result in some action being taken, thai 
this is written. Of course as to the water 
problem that is another matter, though 
civen the release from our present throttl- 
ing charter that, too, might be more read- 
ily tackled.

tills, the skilled electrician Is most care- 
ful to conceal his lamps where least 
likely to attract the eye. Perhaps an 
artificial leaf, an artificial flower, Is 
used to bide tbe lamp, bnt Ita full bril- 
liancy Is allowed to beam upon the 
plant and Sowers, making a picture 
that Is lasting. It Is when such effects 
are obtained that the full appreciation 
of enjoyment is expressed In tbe single 
word "beautiful."
